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Murder hunt: Pub 
searched by police

THE search for missing Ely landlady 
Deborah Steel turned to the pub this 
week where she was last seen 17 years 
ago. 

Officers started to search the Royal 
Standard pub, in Forehill, on Monday 
morning as part of the ongoing inves¬ 
tigation - but then had to stop after 
coming across “certain complica¬ 
tions” when digging up the cellar. 

Speaking to Ely News, Mike Connol¬ 
ly, the pub’s landlord, said: “They [po¬ 
lice] have been digging up the cellar. 

“They arrived at around 8am on 
Monday and were down there for 
about three hours. 

“They then had to stop as they came 
across certain complications - water I 
am told - and they haven’t been back 
since. They certainly haven’t found 
anything yet though. 

“Police are working around our 
opening times - it’s very much busi¬ 
ness as usual for us.” 

On Monday, a spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire police said: “Police 
are conducting a search of the Royal 


Standard pub in Ely, as part of an 
ongoing investigation into the disap¬ 
pearance of former landlady, Debo¬ 
rah Steel. 

“The search is being undertaken 
with the full consent of the present 


landlord, who is not connected with 
the investigation.” 

Ms Steel, 37, was the landlady of 
the pub and disappeared on Decem¬ 
ber 28, 1997. Her body has not been 
found, despite searches by police and 


several appeals. 

In September, excavations took 
place at a property in Longfields, Ely, 
which police said was “linked to the 
disappearance”. 

Ms Steel’s disappearance was re¬ 
classified this year from a long-term 
missing person to a murder inquiry 
by Cambridgeshire police. 

Three men, all from Ely, have been 
arrested in connection with the case 
since it was reopened. 

Two men aged 50 and 70 were then 
released without charge in January. 

A man, aged 72, has been re-bailed 
by police to return to Parkside Police 
Station, in Cambridge, on February 
17. 

Speaking to the News last month, 
Det Chief Insp Martin Brunning, from 
the Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire 
and Hertfordshire major crime unit, 
made an appeal for information. 

He said: “I am convinced that the 
answer to Deborah Steel’s disappear¬ 
ance lies in Ely and that there are peo¬ 
ple in the city who can provide key 
information.

CCTV 

Planning application could lead to 
wireless CCTV issues being resolved 


CCTV issues in Ely and Soham are a step 
closer to being resolved thanks to a planning 
application submitted to the district council. 

Cambridge-based firm, Air Broadband 
Ltd, has applied to 'mount communication 
antennae' on Ely Cathedral's West Tower. 

In their application, they said: "Mounting 
of communication antennae on Ely Cathedral 
West Tower to enable CCTV cameras in Ely 
and Soham to use a wireless system. 

"In addition the antennae will provide 
superfast broadband to those areas that 
are currently poorly serviced and/or are 
unlikely to be reached by Connecting 
Cambridgeshire plans." 

Speaking to Ely News last September, the 


City of Ely Council said "technical issues" 
had arisen with a new wireless CCTV system 
being introduced. 

As a result, certain areas of both Ely and 
Soham have been without CCTV coverage, 
however the council said that police had 
"increased patrols in key areas". 

Among those affected is Penny Williams, 
owner of 3At3 Delicatessen and Cafe, in 
Three Cups Walk, as the planters on the 
wall around the business were smashed last 
month - and police told her there was not 
much they could do as the CCTV there isn't 
working. 

A decision on the antennae application is 
expected within eight weeks.

‘My son is not 
overweight’

A MUM is furious that her 
“fit and active” son has been 
described as ‘overweight’ by 
the NHS. 

Coralyn Hobbs, 35, insists 
her son, 11-year-old William 
Barnes-Hobbs, is not over¬ 
weight and says it is “dis¬ 
graceful” that children are 
being labelled. 

William, a pupil at Ely St 
Mary’s funior School, had 
his weight and height meas¬ 
ured at school as part of 
Cambridgeshire Communi¬ 
ty Services NHS Trust’s Na¬ 
tional Child Measurement 
Programme (NCMP). 

At the time he was meas¬ 
ured, which was on Febru¬ 
ary 3, he weighed 43.5kg and 
was 144.4cm tall, which, ac¬ 
cording to the programme, 
makes him ‘overweight’. 

A letter sent home to his 
parents suggested lifestyle 
changes they could make. 

Coralyn, who lives with 
her partner, Ian Barnes, 
William and their daughter, 
Kayleigh-Iane, in Prickwil- 
low, said: “I think it’s dis¬ 
graceful that children are 
being categorised in this 
way. 

“William isn’t overweight. 
He’s perfectly proportioned. 

“He eats healthily, includ¬ 
ing his five fruit and veg 
a day. He also eats a lot of 
homegrown things, includ¬ 
ing home-reared meats. 

“He’s an extremely fit and 
active boy. He plays a lot of 
sport, cycles every day and 
is generally always outdoors. 

“Yet he’s labelled over¬ 
weight. It’s wrong.” 

Coralyn said: “I feel hurt 
for him and all the other 
children who are labelled 
overweight or obese. 

“The sad thing is that 
these days, unless you’re 
stick thin, you’re automati¬ 
cally classed as overweight. 

“It’s not fair and certainly 
not good to be encouraging 
children to think like that 
when all you hear is that 
eating disorders are on the 
rise.” 

Mandy Mayes, lead nurse 
for the NCMP in Cam¬ 


bridgeshire, said she recog¬ 
nised the programme can 
be a “sensitive topic”. 

She said: “We would like 
to reassure parents that, 
along with trusts across the 
country, the NCMP team 
uses a nationally accredited 
NHS measure to establish a 
child’s weight status, taking 
into consideration their age, 
height and sex. 

“This information is then 
shared with parents or car¬ 
ers who are offered further 
support to make any life¬ 
style changes they may wish, 
which is entirely voluntary. 


“We do recognise this 
can be a sensitive topic and 
would encourage parents 
to contact us if they wish to 
discuss any aspect of their 
child’s health.” 

The NCMP measures chil¬ 
dren in Reception class and 
Year 6.

Police urge residents to be vigilant against petrol scam 


A PETROL scam epidemic has hit 
major roads in Cambridgeshire - 
triggering a warning from police. 

Fraudsters claim they have run 
out of petrol and need money from 
members of the public. 

Officers have received 12 reports 


of incidents between January 26 
and February 3 whereby a man 
who claimed to have run out of fuel 
flagged down vehicles and asked for 
money for petrol. 

He then gave a business card and 
gold jewellery to those who handed 


over money as guarantee he would 
pay them back. On a couple of 
occasions the man has accompanied 
the victim in their car to a nearby 
petrol station, with another man, 
sometimes two, following behind in 
the fraudster's car. 


The man is described as in his late 
40s to early 60s, of Middle Eastern 
appearance, with dark hair, between 
5ft 4ft and 5ft 8in and heavy build. 

People are being asked to be 
vigilant and report any suspicious 
activity to police by calling 101.

"The parent (not all) will 
pretend they have not seen you, 
as they park their car on double 
yellow lines. 

"Once parked the charade will 
continue, even if you stand next 
to the car, hoping your presence 
will resolve the situation. When 
challenged, the parent will be 
become an angry creature, 
hissing their annoyance at being 
challenged over their dangerous 
parking. 

He added: "When your local 
PCSO is at your school, please 
remember we are there to 
prevent accidents. Accidents that 
might involve a child, or parent."

Parties clash 
on road safety 


A ROW has erupted between 
the Conservatives and Lib¬ 
eral Democrats at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
- and road safety is at the 
centre of it. 

The Lib Dems want the 
authority to set up a special 
fund to help support road 
safety schemes in the dis¬ 
trict. 

The proposal would have 
enabled £40,000 a year to be 
spent on projects such as pe¬ 
destrian crossings, but was 
turned down by the Tories, 
who have a majority on the 
council’s corporate govern¬ 
ance and finance committee. 

Lib Dem Cllr Gareth Wil¬ 
son, whose ward is Had- 
denham, has described the 
rejection as “very disap¬ 
pointing". 

But Soham-based Con¬ 
servative Cllr James Palmer, 
leader of the council, de¬ 
scribed the Lib Dems’ reac¬ 
tion as “spurious electioneer¬ 
ing” and said the only reason 
the proposal was refused is 
because highway improve¬ 
ments are the responsibility 
of Cambridgeshire County

Council. 

Cllr Wilson said: “In our 
market towns and villages 
there are lots of opportu¬ 
nities for a small amount 
of money to make a large 
difference to safety on our 
roads. It’s very disappointing 
that the Conservatives didn’t 
support this small but po¬ 
tentially life-saving invest¬ 
ment.” 

Lib Dem Cllr Alison 
Whelan, a member of the 
City of Ely Council and who 
has been backing residents’ 
calls for a new pedestrian 
crossing to be built in Ely’s 
Lynn Road, described the 
decision as “regrettable”. 

She said: “Residents are 
keen to see much-needed 
safety measures on our 
roads. A small amount of 
money from the district 
council would have been 
very helpful for schemes 
across the area. 

“It’s regrettable that the 
Conservatives, who are 


throwing millions of pounds 
at their new leisure centre on 
the A10, failed to back this 
move.” 

Cllr Palmer said: “The Lib 
Dems wanted us to com¬ 
mit £40,000 a year to fund 
something that is already 
covered by the county coun¬ 
cil through their Minor 
Highways Improvements 
Scheme. 

“Sadly it is a tactic of the 
Lib Dems to work in this 
manner which has little to 
do with an actual ability to 
deliver and more about the 
forthcoming election. The 
way to successfully achieve 
highways improvements is 
through the local county 
councillor and parish coun¬ 
cil, as has been achieved in 
Fordham and Kennett re¬ 
cently.” 

The Minor Highways Im¬ 
provements Scheme allows 
local communities to apply 
for up to £10,000 as a con¬ 
tribution to their project. To 
be eligible they have to sup¬ 
ply at least 10 per cent of the 
overall cost.

Eroding times 

IN 2012 John Crawford, a professor 
at the University of Sydney discussed 
the issue of topsoil erosion. He noted 
that about 40 per cent of agricultural 
soil around the globe is currently 
classified as degraded or seriously 
degraded. Seriously degraded means 
that 70% of the topsoil (the layer 
of soil in which plants grow) has 
already disappeared. Fighting over 
whether or not climate change is 
real or whether man-made or not is 
irrelevant. Arguing over whether the 
temperature is actually rising or falling 
is a waste of time. 

The facts are that the global 
landscape is changing and food 
security is no longer certain even if 
you have a lot of land. 

■ Water scarcity is getting worse as 
aquifers are drained faster than they 
can be refilled. 

■ Soil erosion and degradation is 
rapidly getting worse. 

■ Air and water pollution are 
worsening. 

■ Land is turning into desert and 
with it losing biodiversity of both 
plant and animal life. 

■ Everything is getting more toxic 
and according to some scientists, 
there is approximately 50-60 years' 
worth of what we have now before 
we reach a point at which nature 
may not sustain us on any front be it 
water, air or soil quality. 

The answer is to alter our agricultural 
practices in such a way as to return 
and confine organic matter and 
carbon in the soil. 

Soil is connected with so many 
things: health, the environment, food 
security, climate, water. For example 
agriculture is estimated to account for 
70% of our fresh water use. If soil is 
not fit for purpose, that water will be 
wasted. 

Given the enormous potential for 
conflict over water in the next 


20 years, it is ridiculous to keep 
degrading the soil at such a rate. 
Restoring the water cycle in our 
environment - by sequestering 
carbon in our soil - will not only 
make our food supply more secure, 
it can also help moderate changes in 
climate. 

Sequestering carbon in the soil will 
not only lessen the carbon dioxide 
load in the atmosphere. Once in the 
soil, the carbon does many beneficial 
things including holding water. 

A mere 1% increase in organic soil 
carbon means an acre of land can 
hold an additional 20,000 gallons of 
water. 

If water can be kept in the soil then 
that soil is supporting life. 

Mr Geoffrey Woollard continues to 
criticise the National Trust who have 
safeguarded the remaining peat soils 
from further erosion. 

I wonder should he ever get his 
way and the soil is returned to the 
agricultural community whether he 
would endorse more sustainable 
methods of farming. 

I would hope so.

11th century pin loaned to Ely for exhibition 



A VESTMENT pin which is 
nearly 1,000 years old is being 
temporarily reinstated at Ely 
Cathedral for the month of 
February. 

The 11th century chasuble 
in would have been used to 
old the vestments worn by the 
clergy. It was found with the 
remains of Archbishop Wulfstan 
who was buried in Ely in 1023. 

It was discovered when the 


Archbishop's remains had 
to be moved from under the 
Octagon because of restoration 
works. The pin was gifted to the 
Society of Antiquaries by The 
Revd James Bentham in 1777. 

The society is loaning the 
pin to the cathedral this month 
so that it can be displayed as 
part of the Royal School of 
Needlework's 'For Worship 
and Glory' exhibition, which is 


running until February 28. 

As well as the impressive 
needlework displays, other 
artefacts on display include a 
Mediaeval Cope (circa 1470), 
an 18th century gold vestment 
set and the recently restored 
white altar frontal dating from 
1897. 

Entry is £8, which also 
includes access to the 
cathedral.

Heads hit out 
at PM’s threat

HEAD teachers in Ely have 
hit out at the Prime Minister’s 
threats to sack principals of 
“coasting” schools. 

David Cameron has an¬ 
nounced an “all-out war on 
mediocrity” which includes 
new powers designed to im¬ 
prove the performance of 
thousands of under-perform¬ 
ing schools in the country. 

In a speech outlining the 
Conservative party’s mani¬ 
festo commitment to give all 
children a good start in life, 
he said any school judged by 
Ofsted to require improve¬ 
ment will be put under new 
leadership unless it can show 
that plans are in place to im¬ 
plement rapid change. 

Mr Cameron said the 
country’s best head teachers, 
backed by high-performing 
neighbouring schools or ex¬ 
pert sponsors, will take over 
the running of the “coasting” 
and other under-performing

schools. However, Sue Free¬ 
stone, head of King’s Ely, 
said this would make it even 
harder to recruit good head 
teachers. 

She said: “This is just an¬ 
other example of a politician 
with the scantest of under¬ 
standings of the demands and 
intricacies of a complex and 
volatile profession, seeking 
to gain mileage by appearing 
to be tough on anything that 
falls short of perfection. 

“The pressures on head 
teachers are enormous to the 
point where few ambitious 
young teachers I know are 


willing to contemplate head¬ 
ship.” 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, 
principal of Ely College, said 
Mr Cameron’s perceived ‘su¬ 
per head model’ is “unsus¬ 
tainable”. 

She said: “I think all heads 
would fully agree that their 
schools should offer every 
child the best quality educa¬ 
tion. I also agree that this de¬ 
pends on strong leadership 
in each school, and indeed 
the building blocks to devel¬ 
op strong leaders and train 
new ones are already in place 
through teaching alliances 
and school-to-school support 
networks. 

“It is important though, 
that we resist the tempta¬ 
tion to go back to the ‘super 
head model’, which was great 
for quick fixes but ultimately 
proved unsustainable.”

A SWAN was at the centre of a dra¬ 
matic RSPCA rescue after it is be¬ 
lieved to have crash landed at a 
pumping station. 

The mute swan was discovered 
trapped between the weed screen 
and the bank at the pumping sta¬ 
tion in Main Street, Prickwillow. 

The Middle Fen and Mere Inter¬ 
nal Drainage Board (IDB) called 
the RSPCA and, despite the sub¬ 
zero temperatures, local inspector 
Richard Lythgoe donned his water¬ 
proofs and climbed into the water 
to get the stressed bird to safety. 

Ian Kenyon, from Soham, who 
works for the IDB, spotted the swan. 

He said: “The swan was stuck on 
the water between the automatic 
weed screen and the bank - none of 
us know how it got in there but we 
suspect it crash landed. 

“I knew there was no way it’d get 
out again as it wouldn’t have been 
able to gather enough speed to take 
off. 

“We switched the weed screen off 
so that it didn’t stress the bird out 


more than what it already was, and 
called the RSPCA. 

“Richard, the inspector, was mar¬ 
vellous. There’s no way I would’ve 
gone in that freezing cold water 
that’s for sure.” 

Ian added: “I’ve never seen one 
trapped like that before - it’s great 


that it was able to be rescued.” 

Mr Lythgoe, who lives near Ely 
and is a member of the RSPCA’s 
swift water rescue team, said: “The 
water was freezing, I couldn’t feel 
my hands, but obviously it needed 
to be done. 

“There’s no way the swan 


would’ve got out of there alone. The 
drop was at least six metres and was 
vertical meaning it wouldn’t have 
been able to take off.” 

The swan, which was uninjured, 
was taken to the RSPCA East Winch 
Wildlife Centre in Norfolk, and will 
be released back into the wild soon.

L EADERS at Ely Cathedral have 
commissioned a specialist 
research group to assess the 
Value and impact' of the 'Ship of 
the Fens'. 

Burns Owen Partnership (BOP) 
Consulting have been appointed to 
carry out the 'Economic and Social 
Impact Study' for the cathedral. 

Dean of Ely, the Very Reverend 
Mark Bonney, said: "The 
background to this is that in today's 
competitive funding climate, 
we are increasingly expected to 
provide evidence of the cathedral's 
value and impact within the local 
community and within our region. 

"This is especially the case 
when approaching some of the big 
statutory funders or major charitable 
trusts. 

"We need to be able to 
demonstrate the difference the 
cathedral makes by its presence 
across a range of measures, such 
as the tourist economy, impact 
on employment, contribution 


to volunteering and acquiring 
new skills, educational provision, 
opportunities to experience the arts, 
contribution to the wellbeing of the 
community, and impact on local 
business and the economic health of 
the region. 

"With this in mind, we have 
commissioned BOP Consulting to 
carry out an Economic and Social 
Impact Study for the cathedral.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Li Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

IL Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

IL Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Li Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

LI Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

RACING LIFE: 
Seven-year-old 
Mark on Rusty 
at a gymkhana

A freak accident ° rchid left 

while riding out in 
Newmarket ended Mark 
Perry’s horseracing career. 
Seven operations later he 
suffers constant pain but 
has turned his life around 
to become an accomplished 
artist. Louise Cummings 
meets the inspiring 46-year- 
old at his Soham home 
and workshop.

F rom the minute his parents plonked him on 
the back of a pint-size pony called Rusty 
when he was just five years old, Mark Perry 
knew he wanted to be a jockey. "Rusty was 
blind in one eye, bless him, and I just loved 
riding him," Mark smiles, recalling his childhood 
sidekick. "My parents both had horses so I rode 
a lot as a child and then I moved on to the 
show scene, gymkhanas and things like that. It 
was my first real love and whenever anyone 
asked me what I wanted to be when I grew 
up I'd say: 'I'm going to be a jockey!'" ^ 
Despite a hunger for life in the saddle, 
a second love was vying for Mark's 
attention as he developed a flair 
for art. "My father was a qualified 
carpenter and always doing lovely 
paintings and my mum was good 
at drawing 

as well, so with the combination of 
the two I picked up a natural talent 
for art," he explains. "I was never 
particularly academic and suffered 
terribly with dyslexia at school, so 
the teachers tended to focus on 
what I was good at - art." 

On the brink of adulthood, 

Mark was faced with a dilemma of •. < 
which passion to pursue as a career, 
but chose the gallops over gesso, 
reasoning that art could follow when 
his lithe body could no longer keep 
up with the gruelling demands of 
the racing word. 

Sadly that time came much 
sooner than planned, when, on a 
cold winter's morning in November 
2011, Mark was thrown spectacularly 
from his horse. The injuries to his 
left leg were so catastrophic that six 
surgeons had to battle for 11 hours 
to avoid amputation. Thanks to 
pioneering surgery - a muscle transplant 


from his uninjured leg - the severely damaged 
limb was saved, but a further six operations 
later Mark depends on a cocktail 
of painkillers. 

However, the steely determination that saw 
him succeed in the world of racing has spurred 
the father-of-two on to embrace 
^ , a new career as an artist. 

Sat amid Mark's portfolio of work, 



dramatic effect. Facing me is a huge 
canvas of champion racehorse 
Frankel; each brushstroke capturing 
the majesty of the stallion, the 
I glossiness of his coat and the 
definition of his muscles. 

"I was at the Guineas when 
Frankel won," Mark tells me. 

"I was down at the start with 
the horse that caused my injury 
because he needed seeing into 
m ^e stalls. Horses are my easiest 

i subject really because I know them 
ft so well; I understand their muscles 
JEnS*:® and for me painting them is second 
J nature. I've painted a lot of horses 
for trainers and jockeys over the 
years." 

Mark's artistic repertoire is diverse, 
taking in sculpture, woodwork, 
photography and multi-media pieces, 
which he promises to show me on a 
tour of his workshop later, but for now 
I'm keen to hear more about his racing 
career. 

"My father had connections with a 
trainer in Lambourn at the stables of 
Matty McCormack, so I went along, 
rode out one morning and he said 
'yes, come along' and shortly after 



that I became an apprentice jockey. I was just 
17 ." 

Mark was a natural, and rose through the 
ranks, becoming travelling head lad and head 
lad, riding world-wide, and spending much 
time in Italy, Germany and France. He even got 
to perch upon the iconic grey Desert Orchid. 

"It was an absolute privilege to ride him and he 
was such a gentleman. His name will always 
be up there with the Red Rums and so forth so 
to be connected to him is amazing," he smiles. 

Moving to Newmarket in his early 20s, Mark 
discovered flat racing was his true passion, and 
excelled as a freelance work rider. 

"There's nothing like the feeling 
of riding a live animal. It's 
different to being on a 
motorbike when you've 
got full control and 
can go at silly speeds. 

You're on the back of 
an animal that can 
go over 35 miles per 
hour at full gallop and 
the feel of the wind is 
so exhilarating. I miss it 
so much now," he says, 
suddenly serious. "If I 
go into Newmarket and 
see the horses, I find it very 
difficult. When it's a love of 
your life, when you do it because 
you love it, not because it's financially 
rewarding, that is a big thing to suddenly have 
taken away. I was obviously going to hang up 
my boots at some point, but the decision came 
sooner because of the accident." 

Mark's life-shattering fall, which happened 
while exercising a horse on a trotting ring in 
Newmarket, remains vivid in his mind. "The 
flat season had come to an end and the horses 
were winding down in terms of exercise. That 



has an effect on them because they get fresher 
and want to do more and jump," he explains. 
"We had just got to the first bend and there 
were some people standing in an area they 
shouldn't, which spooked the horse. He bucked 
and tried to kick out at them and as he came 
back down he whipped around and so I was 
thrown up in the air and down to nothing, feet 
first, still holding on to the reins. It's quite a 
common manoeuvre called 'getting dropped' 
and you usually land on your feet and someone 
comes along and legs you back up into the 
saddle. But falling from such a height on to 
a very uneven fibre-sand surface, all the 
weight and momentum went through 
my left leg and it shattered both the 
bones." 

Writhing in agony on the 
ground, Mark feared he had 
a compound fracture - and 
^ in fact so intense was the 
% impact that his bones broke 
through his skin, severing 
• arteries. 

"When I first hit the 
ground it sounded like a 
gun going off and people 
apparently heard it from 
the other side of the ring. I 
was lying there in the drizzle, 
hyperventilating because of the 
searing pain, with people trying to 
keep me warm because shock had set in," 
Mark recalls with a shudder. "I knew it was bad 
because it felt all warm around my leg... when 
the paramedics cut through my chaps and jeans 
they confirmed my worst fears." 

At Addenbrooke's Hospital Mark had 
emergency surgery to save his leg. "As I went 
into the operating theatre it was still up in the 
air as to whether they would have to amputate. 
In the first operation they put a metal rod 
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horror fall 
in racing 


through the main bone and then got all the 
bone fragments and lined them up to butt 
against the main bone." 

Next day, Mark needed a further complex 
operation. "For bone to heal well it has to 
have a good blood supply and because the 
bones had split out of my leg, they'd ruined 
the arteries. The surgeons had to take a large 
muscle section out of the top of my right leg 
with good vessels and arteries to then place 
into my injured leg." 

Mark was in hospital for over a month, 
where he had to rest on an airbed in a special 
room kept at an optimum temperature to aid 
recovery. He has undergone five operations 
since and a lot of physiotherapy. 

Surprisingly, he's not bitter about the lot 
he's been dealt. "I've never been one of those 
people who has said 'oh look at me, isn't this 
sad'. The upshot is it's ended my racing career, 
and now I'm starting on my second career, 
which is both scary and exciting at the same 
time!" 

Thankfully Mark also has the love of a 
good woman, his wife Liz, who he married 
last autumn. The pair, who have five children 
between them, share a home in Soham with 
their adorable Labrador Luna and cat Jasmine. 

Strolling through the garden to Mark's studio, 
I feel like I'm stepping into another world. It's 
the stuff of pure fantasy, a full-size Darth Vader 
standing guard ominously in one corner and a 
whole cast of menacing Star Wars characters on 
the lookout from the other. 

"Coming from an age when Star Wars first 
came out, that really inspired me because it 
took me to a world I'd never seen before, 
so a lot of my art is mystical and futuristic," 
Mark explains. 

Most of the sculptures look straight off a 
George Lucas film set, rather than the product 
of hour upon hour of meticulous sculpting by 
Mark using clay and resin. His C-3PO is really 
rather remarkable, the cool blue Na'vi (from 
Avatar) would surely make James Cameron 
proud and the sculptor's bloodied Arnold 
Schwarzenegger Terminator head, half skin, 
half machine, is impressive and macabre 
in equal measure. 

It's not all sci-fi though as I spy elaborate 
copper wire sculptures: there's a squirrel 
scampering up a hollow log (destined 
to be an uplighter), a horse rearing 
up magnificently on its hind legs and 
a willowy figure with staff, set onto 
polished slate, which has an air of 
Tolkien's Gandalf. There's also an array 
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of paintings of cats and dogs commissioned by 
pet owners. 

Back in the lounge, I'm rather taken by 
Mark's latest handiwork, a Japanese-style wire 
tree with emerald glass beads woven on to 
branches to signify foliage. A stunning sculpture 
of twisted silver-plated wire, I'm tempted to 
put in an offer, but Liz assures me she's laid 
claim to her husband's newest creation. 

Wirework, painting, sculpture, woodwork, 
photography. . . there really is no end to 
Mark's talents, so perhaps it's fateful that life 
intervened to make him switch career? 

"It's been a slow process building up my 
portfolio, but I'm really hoping to make a 
career out of my art. I've got some work in 
Galleria restaurant in Cambridge, but I just 
need someone to spot what I can do and be 
willing to take me under their wing or for a 
gallery to take me on," he says. 

"I'm not one to say I want to be a famous 
artist; most artists are dead before they get 
famous. I just want to be able to make a nice 
living from this, and that way in my twilight 
years I can look back and think, well, how 
brilliant I got paid for doing my two hobbies!"

JOE Perry is still targeting a first major 
ranking event title, despite failing to live 
with a rampant Ronnie O'Sullivan at the 
German Masters in Berlin. 

Perry struggled to match the heavy 
scoring of his opponent as he went 
down 5-0 in their second round 
encounter at the Tempodrom.
